Mexican Deputies Oppose 
Proposal of Siurob 


Obregon Held to Possess 
Sufficient Power 
More Revolutions Seen if 
Plan is Adopted

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 2.—The

The majority 
of the members of the Chamber of 
Deputies look on the proposal 
with disfavor, believing that if put 
into effect it would be the cause of 
more revolutions. 

Deputy Siurob, however, has not 
relinquished his efforts to have 
the plan adopted by the Chamber 
of Deputies. He admits that the 
measure as proposed is only in its 
preliminary stages and probably 
will be amended, but: declares that 
the proposal is nothing new, since 
President Obregon has virtually 
assumed the powers of a dictator 
since the revolution broke out. 
The measure has not yet been pre- 
sented to the, President. 

It provides detail that Presi- 
dent Obregon assume all the pow- 
ers of a dictator with all Constitu- 
tional facilities. It provides fur- 
ther that as soon as the revolution 
is suppressed he shall convoke a4 
new Congress and give up his dic- 
tatorial powers. 

Continuing, Deputy Siurob sug- 
gests that all Federal and State 
administrations be militarized and 
that communal portioning of lands 
be effected.

ANTEDATES DONNER 


As nearly as can de learned, 
there is only one woman living. 
Mrs. Hobbs of Santa Maria, who 
| has lived in California so long as 
| has John W. Green. Antedating 

both the Donner and Murphy par- 
tles. his father, John D. Green, 
led a party of 150 settlers in a 
| wagon train from Missouri to 
California. That was in 1846, when 
John W. was a child of 4 years. 
| This party gained historical Sig- 
‘nificance through the fact that it 
| encountered the Donners on the 
| Platts River, where the mother of 
the Bakersfield man nursed Don- 
ner through the iliness that finally 
necessitated the pitching of the 
camp on Donner Lake. Leaving the 
Donners alone in the wilderness. 
with what fatal 


results are now 
the State, the Green party went 
on into the beautiful Santa Clara 
Valley and settled near “Hang- 
town. now Placerville. 

John Green, the elder, he who 
| was afterward a friend of Joaquin 
| Murietta, was one of the first 
| trappers to cross the Rockies into 
| California. In 1829, he came west 


~ | from St. Louis in a party with the 


_famous “Peg Leg” Smith (who 
was not peg-legged then, says the 
son of his companion,) Silas Hitch- 
cock, and others. They were gone 
five years, and during that time 
they visited the wonderland, the 
El Dorado of a few years later. 
| Returning to the east, the trap- 
pers encountered Gen. John Fre- 
mont in Arizona, and, still fired

“We rigged up a 
board across two boxes out in the 
mud in front of our house, and 
people used to come there from 
all over the settlement, with their 
buckets, to buy milk. And in 1849. 
witen the boom came, I have stood 
at that same counter and sold our 
eges for $1 apiece. The saloons 
bought most of em. The price for 
a drink of whisky those days was 
the gold dust you could hold be- 
tween your thumb and two fing- 


ers. 
FIRST WHITE GIRL 

Capt. Charles Weber had been 
left by Fremont to guard the lit- 
tle settlement in Santa Clara Val- 
ley, and it was he who moved 
them into Stockton, for greater 
protection against possible Indian 
forays. The land where Stockton 
stands all belonged to Capt. Weber.

Green's sister Mary, who arrived 
to take the place of the little sis- 
ter, who died en route, was the 
first white girl born in Stockton, 
and the babe was promptly deded 
a block of land in what is now the 
eastern edge of the business dis- 
trict of Stockton. Later, the 
Greens bought the old Guard 
place, where there wes -n Indian 
burying ground, from which the 
young Greens used to dig up skulls 
and bones. This afterward be- 
came one of the famous sources of 
naleontologial research in North- 
ern California. Kit Carson and 
Fremont were both visitors at the 
Greens’ home in Stockton and the 
Rakersfield man has had the hon- 
or of breaking Dread with both the 
famous explorers. 


STORY OF BLUEBEARD 


Bo we come to Green's story of 
Joaquin Murietta, who was liked 
and respected in Stockton, before 
his great tragedy made of him a 
famous outlaw. 
| Murietta took his wife from 
Stockton to the mines at San An- 
dres. While he was absent from 
the cabin one day six men invad- 
ed his home—and it was the old 
story of primitive savagery and un- 
protected womanhvod. The thirst 
for vengeance drove Murietta to 
commit murder, and, once a fu- 
gitive, he ‘continued to slay, and 
to steal if he had need. 

“But be was not like Three- 
Fingered lack,“ says Green of the 
other famous renegade, whose mu- 
tilated hand was exhibited with the 
head of Murietta. “There was as 
bad and cruel a man as you could 
find anywhere. One time my father

And although the 
soldiers were on his 1 then, 
Murietta took that money down 
to my mother, and he laid up at 
our house for two days and two 
nights, and his horse was fed in 
our stable. There's not many will 
believe that story, I grant you, but 
I remember. I remember.” 

Then, some time after that, came 
the word that Col. Love and his 
soldiers had captured Murietta, in 
company with fur or five other 
men, and that they were bringing 
his head back in proof. 

“When I heard that about his 
being with other men, I was sure 
it wasn’t Joaquin,” Green con- 
tinued. He was always a great 
one for traveling alone. Then they 
put hie head in a store window 
in Stockton, and my father and I 
went down to see it. The minute 
I clapped eyes on it I sung out, 
‘That's not Murietta!’ and ther 
shook his heed. Then I heard « 
woman cry in Spanish, ‘God bless 
you, Johnnie!’ It was Murietta’s 
weilte, standing there dry-eyed and 
scornful She knew i wasn't Joa- 
quin. She never shed a tear. 


SCAR ABSENT 

“We went in the store. I said to 
the store-keeper, Fou lift up that 
hair behind his left ear. If there 
is a scar there as long as your 
thumb, that’s Murietta. If there 
‘isn’t. it aint. He locked, and I 
saw too, that there was no scar. 
I had seen that scar, and had 
| heard the story of how Murietta 
got it. It was down in Mexico, 
and he had a fight with another 
‘fellow over a young lady. He 
won, but the other fellow struck 
him with a knife. He dodged, 
but the blade caught him right 
there behind the ear. That was 
Joaquin Murias they caught, and 
Father tried to keep them from 
paying the reward. But they want- 
ed to believe it was Murietts, and 
so long as nothing more Was heard 
of him, they were satisfied to 
pay the reward. But I know 
as well as I know I'm alive that 
Joaquin Murietta got away to 
Mexico and probably died of old 


In 1877, Mr. Green first came 
to Bakersfield. But I didn't stay 
long. People were dying like fies 
and it didn't look good to me. Bak- 
ersfield fever.“ This malady, which 
has since been attributed to the’ 
ure of impure surface water, rar- 
| aged the early settlement severely 
shaking them with ague and burn- 
ing them with fever. 

Going to Santa Maria from here, 
Mr. Green followed the profes- 
sion of school teacher for twenty- 
five years, after which he took up 
farming and was at various times 
engaged in other business. In 1890 
he returned to Bakersfield, where 
he has lived ever since. He is typ- 
ical of the California pioneer type, 
mellowed in ¢:4 age to the kindly 
humorous philosophy that comes 
of long association with the roli- 
ing hills, that never tell their se- 
crets, the tempered keenness of the 
desert air, and the tenderness of 
the blue canopy, smiling with equal 
mildness on all. He and his wife, 
who has passed through her sev- 
enty-fifth summer, celebrated their 
golden wedding seven years ago.

“We are having the identical 
kind of weather right now we had 
in 1864," the old-timer says, with 
a sage nod of the head. “I know 
it’s a risky thing to try to predict 
the weather in California, but I've 
seen a good many seasons come 
and go, and I can tell a little. We 
had frost that year clear into June 
here in the valley, and hardly a 
drop t rain.“ 

Mr. Green believes that if the 
drouth is not broken by healing 
spring rains this year, it may prove 
even more disastrous than the 
famous dry year in the sixties. 
“Of course they were not doing 
much irrigating then, and could 
not get what water there was, but 
how are we going to irrigate here 
if there is no water? ve kept 
track right alone since 1878, and 
the rainfall is getting slighter and 
more irregular every year.” 

The pioneer believes that only 
the nations! government its suff 
ciently rich.and powerful to take 
the necessary for the con- 
servation and distribution of the 
waters of the State. “It will cost 
millions of dollars to build the 
dams and reservoirs we need,” he 
says. “The State can’t do it, but 
the United States ought to.”

lost 600,000,000 crowns, Sweden to- 
day is on a sound financial basis 
with ite exchange nearer par than 
any other European nation, says 
M. Wallenberg, Stockholm banker, 
who is now visiting Los Angeles. 

Mr. Wallenberg — a son of Marco 
Wallenberg. Swedish financier and 
head of Stockholm’s Enskiida Bank, 
who was the president of the finan- 
cial committee of the League of 
Nations at the time that body took 
action to restore the financial sys- 
— of Austria. The junior Wal- 

iberg, who is associated with 
his father in the banki busi- 
ness in thegSwedish capi is in 
this country to study the financial 
system here and other activities 
having a bearing on the banking 
business.

The late Red leader exerted an 
inffyence over his followers be- 
yond that of any of the other 
prominent Bolshevists, and it was 
largely due to his domination that 
the government he instituted has 
continued to function. What will 
happen now is hard to say, of 
course, but there is a general fee). 
ing in Sweden that Bolshevism win 
gradually give way in the absence 
of Lenin's powerful hand at the 
helm, and the fina! result will be 
the establishment of a government 
along recognized democratic lines.”

Inquiry 
was also made as to the basis to 
be used by the trustee in arriving 
at gain or low through the fu- 
ture sale of either the original 
ehares held by the trustees or that 
portion of the stock dividend re- 
tained as part of the corpus of 
In this matter tt was 
decided that the proceeds from sale 
of this stock, market value of the 
stock, cannot 
dividend to the beneficiaries, sub- 
ject to surtax only, but must be 
treated as income subject to both 
normal tax and surtax. 

Then in the spring of 1923 all

For the small portion of his 
funds, which a conservative in- 
vestor will place in any one class 
of securities, he may obtain in the 
traction group, owing to the blind 
prejudice against this group. «a 
yield perhaps ½ of 1 per cent larg- 
er than he can get from no better 
bonds of other types. 

Nvory traction company has been 
given the most severe test imag- 
inable by the developments of the 
last few years. The indispensabdil- 
ity of traction service in large com- 
munities has been demonstrated. 
The public has very generally prof- 
iteered at the expense of the trac- 
tions by opposition te necessary 
revision of fares, but where the 1 
sue has 0 clearly defined the 
public has indicated ite unmistak- 
able preference for service at rea- 
sonable rates to no service at all. 

The industry was founded on the 
basis of a cent fare which re- 
mained the standard price of a 
ride throughout the country for 
practically thirty years. It would 
be difficult to think of any other 
commodity or service whose 
was so standariged regardiess of 
fluctuations in the general price 
level. Having ridden for d cents 
for generations, the people almost 
resiet the attempt to raise fares 
when soaring cost of power, sup- 
plies, and labor made the 5-cent 
fare unremunerative to the great 
majority of traction companies. 


RURAL LINES 


Many traction companies were 
founded in almost rural commu- 
niities, their promoters believing 
that traffic density and profits 
would increase by the mere growth 
of population. Development of the 
automobile was the knock-out blow 
to such rural lines, many of which 
never had any excuse for existence. 
Regardless of the automobdiles, 
such small units had little chance 
for favorable operation, Their fate 
bears no relation to the possibfi- 
ities offered investors by traction 
companies serving densely popu- 
lated urban areas. | 
Despite the difficulties of the last 
half dozen years, the traction in- 
dustry, as a whole, has annually 
improved its soundness. The Bu- 
reau of Census has recently pub- 
lished some figures covering the 
condition of the industry in 1922. 
Compared with the 1917 figures en- 
couraging progress is shown. More 
than 12,500,000,006 reventie pas- 
sengers were carried by the trac- 
tions in 1922, an tnerease of 12 per 
cent over the figures for 1917. Ex- 
pressed in annual car rides per 
capita of our whole population 
traction service has Increased from 
160 rides per capita in 1912 to 109 
rides in 1917 and 117 rides in 1922. 
The people of the cities use their 
tractions more than ever; the peo- 
ple of smaller communities have in 
many cases lost theirs altogether. 
In dollars and cents the indus- 
try has also made progress. In 1917

5.1 cents; the tractions were just 
breaking away from the shadow 
of the fixed fare.

LEARNING BY EXPERIENCE 

The difficulties ot the traction 
companies have had one good re- 
sult. They stimulated the manage- 
ments to make every effort to in- 
crease efficiency of operation. The 
one-man car represents the prin- 
cipal advance in this direction. Of 
the 80,000 passenger cars operated 
by the street railways of the Unit- 
ed oe however, only about 7600 
w one-man cars as of Jan 

1, 1923. It is thus evident thar 
many traction companies have not 
as yet adopted the most obvious 
measure of economy and further 
improvements in the position of 
these companies should thus occur 
in the next few years, 

Another constructive develop- 
ment in the traction field is the 
adoption of the motor bus as «a 
feeder to street railway lines.

Early America 

A stately colonial mansion at 
Chatham, near Fredericksburg, 
Virginia, recently added a new 
chapter to its book of memories 
when a production company of the 


Vale University Press utilized it in 


filming several scenes of “The 
Gateway to the West,” one of the 
“Chronicles of America” motion 
pictures. In this beautiful house, 
actually bullt and occupied in 
1723-4, George Washington, then a 
young man, was a welcome guest. 

Later, it is said, Gen. Robert E. 
Lee was married in the mansion 
and a story is told that Lee, ad- 
vancing upon Fredericksburg dur- 
ing the Civil War, was so deeply 
moved by the fond associations 


In the Yale University Press

Mellon Says 
Declares His Tax: 


BY EDWARD N. ROBERTS 

Is Secretary Mellon trying to re- 
duce the taxes of the rich at the 
expense of the poor? 


That at least is the principal 
charge brought against the Mellon 
bill by ite opponents. I went to 
the Secretary of the Treasury to 
ark him what answer he had to 


make to this accusation. 

Secretary Mellon is not a poli- 
ticlan and has never taken any 

eat pains to disguise that fact. 
When an argument tends to be- 
come personal it seems to Mr. 
Mellon to become also political 
and therefore gomething to be ig- 
nored. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is 
one man in public life who never 
induiges in personalities. He 
would not discuss his appeal from 
any political or personal angle but 
confined himself to saying simply: 

“Tl have not framed my pro- 
posals out of consideration for 


either the rich man or the poor 


man but solely in the interest of 
the American people as «a whole.” 

“Is it not true, however, 
Secretary,” I said, that 
surface, at all events, your pro- 
posals call for greater reductions 
in ‘the taxes of the rich man than 
of the poor man!“ 


WHAT EACH PAYS 
“T know that that claim is 
made.” he said. “It is supported 
by pointing out that under my 


dollar income would save about 
$250,000 in taxes while 200 men 
with incomes of 85000 apiece or 
a joint income of a million dol- 
lars only would save about $6000 
among them. That may be a good 
political argument but the only 
fair way is to figure what each 
man would actually have to pay 
in taxes under the revised sched- 
ule.

GOLD PERIOD 
IS REVEALED 


Exploits of Peter Wimmer 
Worthy of History, but His 
Name is Seldom Heard 


Among the pioneers who led 
the way to California in 1849 a 
man by the name of Marshall ac- 
tually picked up the first nugget 
of gold, but the name of Peter 
Wimmer should be equally identi- 
fled with that event, though the 
world has heard little of him. 

The California “Gold Book” re- 
counts some of the experiences of 
those brave men who traveled 1500 
miles in ox-wagons to the Pa- 
cifie Coast, and among them the 
following incident of Peter Wim- 
mer’s dealing with the Indians 
along the way has been revealed: 


TERROR IN ILLINOIS 


While sojourning in Illinois the 
white settlers were greatly an- 
noyead by Indians, and at one 
time Wimmer foresaw that anoth- 
er attack was evident. He called 
together the little band of white 
men, therefore, and told them that 
in his opinion it was nec 
to meet the Indians and decisive- 
ly conquer them before a large 
number had time to assemble at 
what appeared to be a preconcert- 
ed rendezvous. Ten brave men re- 
sponded to the call and after plac- 
ing women and children in his 
own cabin, Wimmer set out with 
his followers on a perilous mi- 
sion. When they arrived at the 
mouth of the Kankakee River their 
canoes were silently guided to the 
bank, where four Indian canves 
were discovered. As soon as the 
top of the bank was reached the 
white men saw the smoldering 
embers of a campfire. Then Wim- 
mer offered to go forward and re- 
connotter, It was scarcely possible 


that the guard would be asleep. 


so that this was a very courageous 
undertaking, but the fearless p:o- 
neer started with his accustomed 
prudence. 

Crawling wnolselessly, he ap- 
proached the fire. t Tthdians 
lay . in a row, while the 
sentinel in a half-sitting posture

RELIEVED OF ARMS 

Obtaining the arms that the 
braves had left within easy reach 
when they lay down to rest, Wim- 
mer crawled back to his compan- 
ions and told them the state of 
affaires. Then he stationed them 
around the enemy, and proceeded 
to carry out a plan for terrorizing 
the savages—a plan unvrecedented 
in history. Directing his men to 
have their arms in readiness, but 
on no account to fire unless he 
gave the order, Wimmer moved to

It ig part of 
scientific experience that whatever 
takes place has behind it some ace 
tual cause, and that like’ causes, 
under similar conditions, produce 
like effects. A “law” in science 1 
not a cause of anything. It is 
merely our formylation of the “ob- 
served” sequence of events. Te 
hold that observed facts of thé 
changes in organic beings with. 
space and with time is merely the 
result of the “law of evolution” is 
to use meaningless terms. 


STUDY LATELY BEGUN 

To give validity to conceptions of 
evolution, we must find out the 
facts or causes which he behind 
its observed results: this the Greek 
and Latin philosophers never at- 
tempted. It was thus left for mod- 
ern observers and experimente 
the earliest and most successful 
them being Lamarck and Darwin. 
Both these writers clearly ree 
marked certain facts of the intere 
cradation and transmitation of 
species, and devoted their tives to 
the investigation of causes which 
might lie behind those phenomena, 

Lamarck’s method was essential 
ly scientific, although, in the judg- 
ment of modern investigators, not 
complete, nor finally satisfactory. 
He noted the effects of use and dis- 
use of parts in the development and 
medification of the individual an- 
mal, and eoncluded that racial — 
higher traite must have originat 
in like fashion. Hence the theory 
of “progressive evolution —devel- 
opment through the inheritance of 
acquired characters — hereditary 
traits being modified from gene 
eration to generation througp use 
and disuse of organs, or through 
“the/siow wilun of animals!” 


“NATURAL SELECTION” 

Darwin, unable algo to get at the 
method of heredity, accepted part 
of Lamarckism without question; 
but went much farther, stressing 
especially the sifting and splitting 
of successive generations, due . te 
varying environments. These hé 
summed up under the complies 
term of “natura! selection,“ which 
covered all forms of divergent spe 
clalization and adaptation, “selege 
tion“ to him implying the persiste 
ance of adaptable forms from gen- 
eration to generation in accordance 
with varying environments. Suc 
changes and adaptations he show 
to be selective, and called the proce 
ess “natural” in antithesis to “ar 
tificial” or “supernatural.” Artificial 
selection for survival is the proce 
ess by which man makes over an- 
mal or plant life in accord with his 
need or tastes: by selective breede 
ing the persistence of desired char 
acters under special conditions cas 
be insured. “Supernatural” is te 
science a meaningless word, imply- 
ing some outside interference wit 
“the observed sequence of events.” 
Whatever exists is part of nature 
and therefore natural when under- 
stood

the observed facts, and what do 
they signify? 

THIRTY YEARS OF LABOR 

Darwin's great work, the “Origin 
of Species,” published in 1859, was 
the result of thirty years of col- 
lection of all available facts bear- 
ing upon its subject. In it. he 
showed that, taking observed data 
of heredity and individual varia- 
tion, the transmutation of species 
and the universal. phenomena ot 
adaptation can be explained by se- 
lective eliminationg in connection 
with obstructions due to environ- 
ment. 

He conceived of “a struggle for 
existence,”” resulting in the con- 
tinued survival of those individuals 
which could maintain. themselves 
and bequeath their adaptive char- 
acters to their progeny. With ev- 
ery animal or plant more are born 
than can mature, and the conse- 
quent elimination of the surplus is 
not wholly or even mainly acciden- 
tal, but to a large degree the fad- 
ing-out of the unadapted. This pro- 
Guces, through heredity, the in- 
breeding or segregation of the suc- 
cessful or “fittest’—these again to 
be slit up into separate species 
by the occasional surmounting of 
0 cles to free movement. Bar- 
riers obstructing general distribu- 


‘tion thus shelter new variants and 


enable them to persist, whereas in 
an open field they would be 
swamped by crossing. 


PHRASE MISCONCEIVED 

The phrase, “struggle for exis- 
tence,” a metaphorical term, has 
been misconceived by a large part 
ef the unscientific world. Broad- 
Speaking, it does not imply a 
form of warfare, either between 
like or unlike types; it denotes 
rather the impulse to survive, in- 
herent in every organism, its re- 
action to varied conditions. 

A species, therefore, is a defin- 
able form of animal or plant which 

successfully run the geuntiet 

of the ages, not merely of a few 
sheltered life cycles. It differs 
from the “creations” of the breeder 
in that it has survived in the 
0 , competition with Uke and un- 
like forms, being neither extir- 
pated nor swamped in the process. 

There is a recent tendency with 
many biologists to depreciate Dar- 
and his method of approach 
in favor of more metaphysical con- 
ceptions of evolution unconditioned 
by environment. The process of 
induction is slow and laborious— 
that of deduction may be speeded 
upon demand. Discoveries con- 
nected with the physical basis of 
heredity, and (subsequently) of 
Mendelian processes in tion 
and crossing have given an im- 
mense impetus to the study of 
genetics. From these came the 
conception of unit characters as 
transmitted through heredity form- 
ing with each generation new com- 
binations and evoking new poassi- 
bilities. Moreover, as no one man 
dan compass and weight all kinds 
of evidence, that derived from field 
study, species-study and taxonomy 
is being overlooked and under- 
valued by workers in other fruit- 
ful fleldsa, 

DARWIN STICKS TO FACTS 

The basal truth remains: the 


method of Darwin of considering 
all relevant discovered facts is the 


only way to the acquistion of 
sound knowledge. or de- 
ductive conclusions lead to the 


state of mind, sometimes admitted, 
of unshaken belief in evolution 
combined with “agonaticiem’’ as to 
its “causes.” But the causes are 
the matters really important! 

“Evolution” without continuous- 
acting factors is to me incon- 
ceivable. The real problem at 
igsue is no longer that of the de- 
scent of living forms from series 
now extict. fact too obvious 
for an well-informed mind 
to qu n, but how it came about. 
Darwin's work may be compared 
to a great sketch map which his 
successors are actively filling in; 
and in no vital respect will the 
final chart vary much from his 
original landmarks. The alleged 
eclipse of Darwin today is wholly 
transitory. Many naturalists have 
forgaken the seas, the meadows 
and the forests to work in the 
greenhouse and breeding pen, thus 
constantly discovering new details 
which lead them to forget old ones. 
They are accordingly impressed 
with the fact that they can pro- 
duce in g few weeks, by selection 
and segregation, forms apparently 
as distinct as Nature can create 
through similar means in a milien- 
lum. Nature's species, however, 
are of long endurance, and the rea- 
son why constitutes a vital part 
of our problem. 


SPECIES GENERALIZED 

Concerning species in nature a 
prodigious array of facts have been 
gathered and grouped into tenta- 
tive generalizations. All biological 
propositions, indeed, are tentative, 
for they deal with such a host of 
variant matters not co-ordinated 
as “exact science.” Absolutely 
“exact” science, moreover, would 
be a branch of logic, its truth de- 
pendent on the validity of its pri- 
mary assumptions. To furnish 
means for a rigid test of assump- 
tions is all that mathematics, the 
logic of quantity, can do for sci- 
ence, a service incomparably great, 
but with a field mainly limited to 
those subjects in which the data 
are relatively few and to be stated 
with approximate —though never 
complete—-exactness. 

Inductive studies of nature re- 
veal at least four factors con- 
cerned in the separation and 
moulding of any species; two are 
intrinsic, heredity, variation: two 
extrinsic or environmental—selec- 
tion, isolation or (in the more ex- 
pressive German of Moritts Wag- 
ner) “Ramuliche Senderung.” Of 
these last two, the ce insures the 
nonsurvival of the nonadopted— 
the other that those which mate 
cannot be widely seperated in 
space or in time. Were the life of 
the earth fluid, moving anywhere 
and everywhere without restraint. 
mass groups would never be brok- 
en up into species. 

SEGREGATION NEGLECTED 

Segregation, accompanying iso- 
lation, has been almost totally ig- 
nored by non-Darwinian evolution- 
iste. Yet its potency in moulding 
species, developing new forms, or 
rather shielding them during de- 
velopment, is everywhere evident 
to the student of geographical dis- 
tribution, or to the thoughtful ob- 
server of nature at work.

One may trace the derivation of 
thousands of words while yet hes- 
fttating or “expressing agnosticism” 
as to the origin of language. In 
like fashion, one may trace back 
to their original stocks thousands 
of animal or plant species and still 
hesitate or “express agnosticiem" 
as to a complete definition of bio- 
logical origins. For after all each 
one has its own history, including 
vicissitudes of migration, selection,

In the study of species as re- 
lated to geographical conditions, 
one is impressed by the phenome- 
non of “twin” species, closely re- 
lated but nevertheless distinct, sep- 
arated from each other by some 
kind of barrier. To similar par- 
allel forms I gave in 1908 the name 
of “geminate species,” Such agree 
with each other in generic struc- 
tural traits. In matters of adap- 
tation to environment, presumab- 
ly resulta of selection, they may 
be absolutely identical—as also in 
habits unleas confronted by some 
novel condition.

“JORDAN'S LAW" 


Dr. Joel A. Allen, the distin- 
guished ornithologist, accepted the 
above generalization and called it 
“Jordan's Law,” though it, of 
courge, rests on the observation 
of many workers. For field natur- 
alists recognize that the minor dit. 
ferences which separate species 
and subspecies are due to some 
form of isolation with tion. 
Selection produces adaptation, but 
the distinctive characters of spe- 
cies are in general not adaptive. 
| By some barrier or oth@ the 
members of one minor group are 
preventéd from interbreeding with 
those of another minor group or 
with the mass of the species. As 
a result local peculiarities are 
fixed, “Migration holds species true, 
localization lets them slip,” or 
rather leaves them in the back- 
wash of currents of evolution. 

Peculiarities thus set off by iso- 
lation become intensified through 
in-breeding, and the particular en- 
vironment exercises some continu- 
ous type of selection until in time 
there emerges a new form, rec- 
Ognizable as distinct. And while its 
range’ rarely coincides with that 
of the parent species, or with any 
other closely cognate form, neith- 
er ie it likely to be located far 
away. in the few cases. where 
the range of geminate species over- 
laps in any degree, the fact seems 
to find an explanation. in reinva- 
sion—after relative fixation—by 
one or other of the twin forms. 


ISOLATION GREAT FACTOR 

The obvious immediate element 
in the formation and molding of 
species is therefore isolation, with 
(behind) the factors of heredity, 
variation and selection, besides 

rhaps others as yet more or less 

ypothetical. 

Illustrations of geminate species 
of birds, mammals, fishes, reptiles, 
snails and insects are well kaown 
to all students of these groups: 
examples may be found on every 
hand. I have myself gathered the 
record of hundreds of pairs of z00- 
logical twins, an enumeration for 
which the present paper has no 


space. 

It is perfectly evident as a mat- 
ter of world obeervation that spe- 
cies change with space and with 
time, not instantly, of course (ex- 
cept perhaps in very rare cases,) 
but according to vicissitudes ot 
environment. With space, because 
| separation es place and new 
environment brings new stress of 
selection while isolation of indi- 
viduais involves some difference in 
parentage. With time, because new 
conditions arise—new climate, new 
enemies, new foods, new separa- 
tions, new selections. That notable 
differences thus obtain even in pure 
strains and when there is no vis- 
ible reason for change ts well 
known. In geologic ages one gemi- 
nate species often succeeds an- 
other and in the same region, a 
fact lately shown by the writer 
in an extensive survey of the Mio- 
cene fish-fauna of California. 


LAW APPLIES TO BOTANY 

The application. of the law of 
geminate species to plants has 
been questioned, yet they are just 
as prevalent in botany as in zool- 
ogy, and the effects of isolation 
in species forming among plants 
are just as distinct. The method 
may, however, be obscured by spe- 
cial conditions. 

Crossing the temperate gone any- 
where on east and west lines, we 
fined plant after plant replaced 
across barriers by closely related 
forms. Illustrations may be taken 
anywhere from among the higher 
plants — equally well, no doubt, 
from among lower ones. Som 
genera belt the earth or come very 
near doing so, each form having 
Us twin as next neighbor. 

A natural law is not invalidated 
by the presence of effects due te 
other causes in the same environ- 
ment. Actual conditions in nature 
are everywhere products not of sin- 
gle and simple forces, but result- 
ants of many causative influences, 
often operative through the long 
course of ages. 

As a rule, related species in al- 
most every group are connected by 
a fringe of intergradations or sub- 
species. Where barriers are sharp- 
ly defined, geminate species also are 
defined. here these are diffuse, 
geographical subspecies connect 
them, either wholly or in part. 
Naturalists recognize no difference 
between species and subspecies ex- 
cept that involved in sharpness of 
definition. If a particular barrier 
cannot now be crossed, the species 
resultant from that barrier will be 
well defined and therefore unques- 
tionable, however, small its ele- 
ments of difference. Subspecies 
are commonly associated with some 
feature of geographical distribu- 
tion. 


INTERBREEDING NO TEST 

It has been contended that 
geminate forms are not true, 
species, because they often inter- 
grade one with another, and would 
probably be lost by interbreeding, 
were the barriers removed. Some 
maintain also that only physiologi- 
aal tests can be trusted, as true 
species will not diend, gnd their 
hybrids, if they exists, are sterile. 

This assumption is purely hypo- 
theical, Interbreeding is no test of 
species. Closely related species in 
almost any group of plants or ani- 
mals can usually be readily crossed. 
As the relation becomes less inti- 
mate, we find partial sterility of 
varying grades up to total incom- 
patibility.

ous. All forms that survive must 
be “adapted.” WUniess we use the 
tern “natural selection” to cover 
both as Darwin cer- 
tainly did, we shall assign to se- 
lection the preservation and inten- 
sification of adaptive characters, 
and to isolation with segregation, 
the seizing and fixing of the non- 
useful—usually fluctuating — ele- 
ment. It is a fact well known to 
breeders that these indifferent or 
nonuseful characters are more per- 
sistent in heredity than traits

SPECIES FORMING 

Certain writers urge that neither 
selection nor isolation is 4 factor 
in evolution, but rather an ele- 
ment in “species forming,” a proc- 
ess defined as something distinct 


from evolution. These obstacles 
in the stream of life, they say, 
only help to split on- moving 


groups or organisms into different 
categories, while the impulse to 
forwaré movement is internal and 
changes of evolution proper affect 
groups as a whole, and are not 
concerned with dividing them into 
species. 

Such a view may be questioned 
on two possible grounds+—it is un- 
true as to fact, or else a matter 
of words alone. Nothing is known 
of evolution in vacuo, of change in 
life unrelated to environment. All 
living forms are split up into spe- 
cies, with adaptation to external 
conditions visible in every struc- 
ture. Organisms become adapted 
to special conditions by the pro- 
gressive failures of those which do 
not fit. No organism has escaped 
or Can escape the greap of seiec- 
tion. In like manner, the world 
being full of physical barriers, no 
Organism escapes “biological fric- 
tion.“ which prevents uniformity 
in breeding. There must be some 
degree of raumliche Sonderung” 
even in a drop of water. 


FACTORS ASK ATTENTION 

To accept the theory of evolu- 
tion without admitting selection 
and isolatiow as factors in the 
process would appear to reduce the 
matter to a mere question of 
words. Of course, if by evolution 
we mean the theoretical progress 
of life, due solely to forces intrin- 
sic in organisms, then outside in- 
fluences are not concerned in it. If, 
however, we mean the actual de- 
velopment of actual organisms on 
this actual earth, extrinsic influ- 
enges and obstacies are factors in 
continuous, diverging change. 

A small number of cases involv- 
ing abrupt changes or mutations 
have been observed, chiefly amon 
Plants, the most noteworthy o 
these in a kind of evening prim- 
rose (Aenothera,) critically studied 
by Hugo de Vries, the noted bot- 
anist of the University of Amater- 
dam. Certainly the variants re- 
corded by him differ from one an- 
other more than is usually the case 
with geminate species in nature, 
Other experimenters have devel- 
oped, sometimes by degrees, some- 
times at a single “leap,’’ marked 
deviationa of this sort. Aberrant 
forms may be cared for, intensi- 
fied, modified and hybridized by ar- 
tificial selection. in the open, 
they would soon be crowded out 
or else submerged in the mass by 
crossing. However interesting the

ries, there is no evidence «extant 
to show that a single actual species 
was ever formed by the process, 


AS TO CONTROVERIES 


Let me add a word as to re- 
cent controversies over the rela- 
tion of evolution to religion. From 
the standpoint of scientific work- 
ers, there ig no connict between a 
widening knowledge of the uni- 
verse, its nature and range, and 
the conception of man's duty to- 
Ward his Creator, his fellow-man 
and himself. The word religion is 
used in several different senses. 
By it one may mean the main- 
spring of personal character; in 
an allied sense, it may be a rever- 
ent attitude, “a feeling for the 


cumscribed, Again, we speak 
technically or historically of the 
various religions of the world, 
meaning by that term the many 
organizations or devices which ex- 
press or promote reverence, or at 
least profess to do s0. In popular 
usage, however, the term religion 
is often used as a general expres- 
sion for beliefs, creeds, symbol- 
ceremonies, traditions, su- 
titions, poetry, which have 

n developed as aids to religious 
thought or feeling, or have become 
parasitic upon it. 

Science is simply intensified and 
enlightened common sense, and 
our knowledge of the development 
of life, called evolution, stands in 
no more antagonistic relation to 
religion than does astronomy, ge- 
ology, chemistry or psysiology, all 
of which have in turn run the 
gauntlet of opposing kfundamen- 
tals based on tradition or igno- 
rance. 

OVERZEALOUS WORKERS 


Science, nevertheless, has had its 
share of workers who go beyond 
reasonably ascertained truth to 
on finalities. Science 
knows as yet nothing of the origin 
of life; it has not yet discovered 
“mind” in the exploding atom, the 
forming crystal. But it does find 
the phenomena called “irritability” 
in every living thing. Further- 
more, it finds this trait expanded 
into reflex action and then, through 
demands of locomotion, into in- 
sténct, choice of response, will and 
intellect. 

Science cannot yet say whether 
a vital force, outside of chemistry, 
pervades life and is manifested 
through the complex organization 
of living protoplasm, or whether 
the belief in the existence of such 
forces, apparently very real, is aft- 
er all a temporary hypothesis. It 
is still unable to explain the origin 
of the earth, nor is it sure of 
earth’s ultimate fate if and when 
finally stranded on the shore of 
the universe, deprived of heat, 
light, air and water, the essentials 


of all life. It does not even pred- 
icate with certainty that dire 
catastrophe. For true science is 


cautious, leaving the methods of 
“the running high jump” to its col- 
leagues, the philosophers. 


THE READ OPPONENT 

The real opponent of evolution- 
ary science is not the ignoramus 
who finds his traditions jolted by 
being told that the universe was 
not made in six days, or by the 
recognition of the apes as far-off 
cousins, “the rough draft of a 
man,” as John Wesley called them. 
It is rather the philosopher who in 
the name of science puts forward a 
“law of evolution” which takes no 
account of co-operating factors, or 
that other scholar who—again in 
the name of sclence—upholds his 
own group of “fundamentals” as 
yet unproved by Inductive reason- 
ing. 

Science must go its own way, fol- 
lowing ite method of trial and 
error, never to be wholly exact, 
discarding provisional theory and 
when no longer 
able, adhering to that which en- 
dures the test, never staking its 
future on any form of deductive 
philosophy, and taking no part in 
the endless conflicts which center 
on the resistance of outworn even 
though beautiful traditions.

interruptions in the reading. 


BOTH STILL THERE 
It is not until one begins to 
wander about London in search of 
the one-time haunts of illustrious 


men, that one realizes how many 


were the points which Dickens 
touched with his magic wand, and 
how large was the number of 
houses of which it could be said 
truthfully, “It was here that he 
wrote thus and so,” naming one 
er more of the well-known vol- 
umes. I think that my first visit 
to a Dickens shrine was made one 
@ay when I had been doing hom- 
age to the home near by of Dr. 
Johnson, in Gough Square, 
street. Not many of the count- 
lees thousands who daily traverse 
the Strand, are aware that within 
a few yards of them stands one 
of the most interesting relics of 
Roman London! 1 recall that 
Dickens, in that marvelous life- 
story of himself. David Copper- 


_| field, said, There was an old Ro- 


man bath in those days, at the 
bottom of one of the streets out 
ef the Strand—it may de there 
still—in which I have had many 
a plunge.” Well, it is there still, 
or Was last summer, in very much 
the same state as when Davy in 
his twenties, was violently in love, 
and leaving Peggotty to look aft- 
er Betsy Trolwood, used to go 
there for his dip. There is a 
story connected with my visit to 
the foot of the narrow lane which 
led downward from the Strand, 
opposite the Church of St. Mary 
le Strand, to the Roman Bath.

Unfortunately, a number of the 
houses in which Dickens lived for 
a time in London have been razed 
to the ground, and others have 
been somewhat changed, but the 
one in Doughty. street, within a 
stone’s throw of Gray's Inn, re- 
mains unchanged from the days 
when he was there writing “Pick- 
wick,” “Oliver Twist” and “Nico- 
las Nickleby.” Here two of his 
daughters were born, and a tiny 
little room on the ground floor 
facing the garden, is said to have 
been the novelist's study. 


JAUNTS. TO HEATH 


Tt was during the Doughty- 
street days that Dickens, to relieve 
the mental strain of continuous 
writing, used to take many jaunts 
into the country with his friend 
Forster. One of their favorite ex- 
cursions, sometimes on horseback, 
sometimes on foot, was to Hamp- 
, stead. it was to “Jack Straw's 
Castle,“ on the Heath, at Hamp- 
stead, famous also for its associa- 
Maurier 
and Leighton, the painter, that he 
loved to go For a day or two. 
There they had many happy meet- 
ings and today one is shown the 
chamber which he occupied on 


scar these visits. It wag to Forster that 


he wrote previous to one of these 
bouts imploring him to join him 
on a visit to Hampstead: I know 
A ‘ous there, where we can 
have a red-hot chop for dinner and 
Is glass of wine.” The result must 
have been pleasing to Forster for 
they met there again and again in 


after years. 
Hampstead Heath is an oasis, 
where nature “displays a prodigal 


feast of her beauties.” It ts a 
magnificent expanse of undulating 
country “o’erhung with wild woods 
thickening green.” a country of 
giorious hills, meandering walks, 
and shady nooks. Here and there 
are little lakes which reflect the 
giorious sunshine Dickens praised 
much. No wonder he loved 
uus splendid 
He chose the garden of 
the Spaniard’s Inn, the one other 
host®@iry in that neighborhood, for

summer, as I strolied about 
thig now neglected garden, it was 
not difficult to repeople it with 
the members of the famous tea- 
party, and I could in mind's eye 
see Tommy proudly drinking out 
r his own cup, when, as the 
ladies, one and all remarked, 
“What could have been easier 
than for Tommy to have drunk out 
of anybody's cup, or everybody's, 
if that was all, when the waiter 
wasn't looking, which would have 
saved one head of tea, and the 
tea just as good. However, there 
was no help for it, (Mr. Raddle 
had ordered it) and the tea-tray 
came, with seven cups and sauc- 
ers, and bread and butter on the 
Same scale.” It was to Hampstead, 
the place which Dickens and 
Forster loved more than any place 
else, perhaps, that the four great 
men, Tennyson, Thackeray, Dick- 
nme and Fitzgerald, drove on the 
only occasion when they were all 
together. Edward Fij{egerald had 
come to London with the manu- 
ecript of “Omar Khayyam” and 
Tennyson introduced him to Dick- 
ens, who was with Thackeray, and 
they all drove out to Hampstead. 
Nowadays one takes the tube“ 
and arrives in a few minutes at 
the end of what then must have 
been a journey of hours from Lon- 
don—up hill, tog, mostly. 


MOVES TO MANSION 
With an increasing family 
Dickens decided in November, 


t 1839, that he would make a change 


of residence, and so left Doughty 
street for a more commodious 
residence, in a more exclusive 
neighborhood, going to No. 1 
Devonshire Terrace, York Gate. It 
was before this house that I stood 
for a long time one May day re- 
Gently. noting with deep interest 
the fine old home, with its walled 

rden and big bay window open- 
Ne toward the green haven that 
Dickens loved so well. It was at 
this place that he said in writing 
to a friend. “It is a house of 


great promise (and great pre- 
mium,) undeniable situation, and 
excessive splendour.” In “The Un- 


commercial Traveler” he refers to 
“having taken the lease of a house 
in a certain metropolitan parish— 


me to be a frightfully first-class 
family mansion, tnvolving awful 
responsibilities! 

It was rather far removed from 
the life in a bare back room in 
old Marshalsea near the prison, in 
the days when his father was im- 
prisoned there for debt. However, 
the already successful novelist was 
able to add to the beauty of the 
interior by having polished mahog- 
any doors put in the hall and 
chaste Italian marble mantel- 
pieces in all the principal rooms. 
The small room on the ground 
floor, with steps leading into the 
garden and windows looking out 
over its plane-trees and beautiful 
green turf, is pointed out as his 
study. His eldest daughter tells us 
that his studies “were always 
cheery, pleasant rooms and al- 
ways, like himself, the personifica- 
tion of neatness.“ She says, too, 
that a vase of bright, fresh flowers 
always adorned his writing table.

From this delightful home, where 
many of the most distinguished 
men of the day visited him, he 
could, had he so wished, have 
thrown a stone almost into the 
old Marylebone Churchyard. It was 
in this church that Robert and 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning were 
married, ‘and the old parish church 
of St. Marylebone was the scene 
of Byron's baptiem, as well as that 
of the burial of little Paul Dom- 
bey and his mother, and of Mr. 
Dombey’'s second marriage. Had the 
stone been cast in another direc- 
tion from the home at Devonshire 
Terrace, it might nearly have 
reached the home of Elizabeth Bar- 
rett, from whence she ran away 
one evening to wed Robert Brown- 
ing in Marylebone Church. It was 
a historic neighborhood before his 
coming to it. and by his gracioug 
presence and gifted pen he made 
it doubly 80. 

There are persons stin in 
that neighborhood, it is said, who 
can recall his vivid personality. One 
of his friends tells us that de 
always spoke so freely and #0 
gaily, and without the least re- 
straint. I recall distinctly the amaz- 
ingly expressive eyes; even the 
tint of his cheeks, the very crim- 
pled wrinkles of enjoyment about 
his mouth.”

When a man is so sensitive to 
all impressions, artistic and other- 
wise, as Dan Sayre Groesbeck,

A year or two o Groesbeck 
offered us an exhibition of his 81 
berian sketches that created more 
than a ten-day sensation among 
Art lovers as well as among the 
Vast multitude of the merely curt- 
ous. We were all highly inter- 
ested. We knew that the artist 
had been gunner as well as war 
and the graphic 
account of his experiences as pris- 
oner in Russia echoed through the 
gallery, so to speak, and made 
‘them pass, alive and in full color, 
before our farcinated eyes. 

Now this artist is holding, in 
the Biltmore Salon. another show- 
ing of his color studies, a showing 
gomewhat different from his frst, 
one not quite so thrilling with ad- 
venture, and yet revealing a deep- 
er. a more truly artistic note than 
the other. Here we have Dan 
Sayre Groesbeck, the Illustrator, 
the etcher, the cartoonist, the li- 
thographer, at his best. We come 
to the heart of *‘* mystery. 

Groesbeck himself does not 
know what to call the process that 
he has made use of. Though orig- 
inal with him, he feels that, judg- 
ing from many pictures he saw in 
Russia, it has been in vogue there 
for centuries. He employs a plate 
of white procelain—large or small, 
aa the contemplated picture de- 
mande—and paints upon it with 
oil, pulling from it, sometimes one 
proof, sometimes more, but seldom 
more than three. Monotype? No. 
Color etching? Certainly not. Yet 
some of the prints have effects in- 
herent in beautiful monotypes, 


others give us the pellucid refine- 


ment of tones that we discover in 
fine color etchings. Still, they are 
“different.” 

The difference is more than that 
of temperament. It belongs to the 
medium—and undoubtedly it be- 
longs to Dan Sayre Groesbeck, 
when he handles his porcelain 
plates, which must be treated with 
careful tenderness, lest they 
shatter to pieces, and which will 
not respond to a clothes-wringer or 
a printing press as a monotype or 
an etching does. Groesbeck uses 
the palm of his hand and the tips 
of his fingers, and this is why the 
decorative pictures at the Biltmore 
are sensitive in form and color, so 
much more truly “artistic” than 
his previous pictures from Si- 
beria.

were receiving higher wages for 
their work than were the workmen | 
in the same crafts in other cities 
of the country. 

Conditions in other large cities 
of the country during this same 
period stand in sharp contrast with 
those of Los Angeles. 

New York was for months en- 
gaged in a heated controversy with 
the unions, during which builders 
sustained heavy losses incurred in 
carrying uncompleted projects, and 
the workmen themselves suffered 
heavily 
Chicago was for a long period a 
storm center of dispute between 
the unions and the builders, a dis- 
pute finally settled partially, and 
not entirely satisfactorily through 
the Landis award. A similar con- 
dition prevailed in San Francisco 
until, in desperation, the city was 
placed on an open-shop basis, since 
when San Francisco has made 
much better — over - 
coming her accumu building 
shortage. 

Workmen Coming Here 

To what extent Los Angeles has 
made an impression upon the coun- 
try through her eminently success- 
ful building program is evidenced 
in the following statement of a 
trade publication of nation-wide 
circulation: “When we think of 
the big growth Los Angeles has 
made we can account partly for 
the dearth of building tradesmen 
in other parts of the United 
States.” 

In other words, the unsettled 
conditions prevailing in eastern 
and middilewestern centers have, 
it would appear, been discouraging 
not only to the builder and contrac- 
tor, but to the artisan as well, and 
the workman, discouraged by the 


through unemployment. 


ever-recurring strikes, has come to 


Los Angeles in search of steady and 
profitable employment. In this he 
has not been disappointed, for the 
skilled workman has had no dif- 
ficulty in obtaining employment, 
particularly during the past two 
years. 

How far Los Angeles has been 
responsible for depriving other 
cities of an adequate supply of ar- 
tisans in the building trades is an- 


other matter, but it is questionable 
whether or not this community 


has attracted workmen enough to 
hamper building activity in | 
communitions. “The dearth 
building tradesmen in other nih, 
of the country” is probably more 
logically attributable to the policy 
of the unions restricting the num- 
ber of apprentices each year. 


An Even Balance 


If the building program of Los 
Angeles is such as to create the 
condition which the eastern pub- 
lication suggests, and if it is true 
that the lure of Southern Califor- 
nia, with its complement of steady 
employment, is causing workmen 
in all sections of the country to 
drop their tools to come westward, 
a new, 
tion may be created. 

Los Angeles is not e 
from any great surplus of skilled 
workmen at the present time, but 
neither is there any existent short- 
age. In fact there seems to be, at 
the present time, an even balance 
between the supply and demand 
for labor in the gee trades, 
and expert workmen 
encing no difficulty in 1 
steady employment. 

Consequently there is no desire, 
on the part of conservative con- 
tractors, to see any great rush of 
building artisans to Los Angeles 
this year, for an oversupplied 
market, even with the present 
great construction program, might 
adversely affect the existing pros- 
perous condition. With this thought 
in mind, leaders in the building 
industry are concentrating their 
efforts upon keeping the industry 
on an even keel, with steady work 
for good workmen, union and non- 
union alike,

Farm Land Values Can be 
Determined Over Long 


Term of Years, Says Expert 


Scientific forecasting of farm- 
land values is a possibility, ad- 
vanced by Dr. Richard T. Ely of 
the University of Wisconsin, ge- 
cording to a bulletin received by 
Secretary Tom Ingersoll of the 
Los Angeles Realty Board from the 
headquarters of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards in 
Chicago. Dr. Ely in a discussion 
before a recent meeting of the 
American Statistical Association 
advanced the assertion that such 
forecasting ig possible with some 
degree of accuracy, over long 
periods even up to forty years. 
Importance of forecasting land 
value movements is emphasized by 
the fact that a very large part of 
present economic distress ig due 
to mistakes made a few years 
in estimating Value changes, 
Ely points out. On the other hand 
forecasting based on as complete 
data ag can be obtained will help 
the farmer to secure continued 
prosperity, because it will aid him 
and the other elements in the eco- 
nomic population to secure that 
proportionality production 
which is essential to prosperity. 
There is much to support the 


thesis that the movements of farm 
land values are wave-like, Dr. Ely 


asserts. e points out that farm 
land val have been transferred ;

HOW YOUR MAIL TRAVELS 


% many millions of parcels come 
inte a great city postoffice that it 
is Impossible for men to handle 


Wo- them without the assistance of & 
t great deal of machinery. If men 


alone were to try and carry around 
the parcels which come inte the 
Chicago or New York office, it 


would take a force about équal to 


the number of men in the stand- 
ing Army of the United States to 
do the job. 

The illustration shows one of 
the labor savers which must be 
used in order to handle the pareels, 
It fs a belt conveyor and takes the 
pareels to the different departments 


te which they must travel by 
means of an overhead belt. These 
belts are so constructed that they 
will take the parcels Upstate to 
the top floor of the pdstoffice if 
necessary. When it is desired to 
send the parcels downstairs. they 


don't er to have a belt, but 
Paree own a chute 1 
a table. 


They are taken from this table 
and either put inte trucks and 
delivered or picked up again by a 
belt conveyor and taken to their 
proper destination.

The project of establishing missions in 
California, while eagerly launched by both 
the civil and religious ieaders with the com- 
mon object of carrying civilization to the 
new land, was viewed very differently by 
the two parties.

how to be useful to the settlers. The 
padres, on the other hand, sought to win 
the Indians to Christianity for the sake of 
bringing more souls to their Master.

Werk of the Good Padres Nullified by the Vicious 
Victimized by Harsh Civilization 


It is time to call a halt.

Not so happy were the efforts 


to 
the Indians religious and moral. The padres 
found this side of their work neutralized 
by the vicious and avaricious influences of 
adventurers and criminals from Spain and 


Mexico. The Indians were more adept in 
the lessons of vice than of virtue, and, on 
the whole, the attempt to Christianize them 
proved futile. The dream of the padres 
was thwarted. Chiefly corruption, disease, 
misery and servitude came to the native 
population. 

While understanding the religious infiv- 
ence of the missions, the low-caste politi- 
cians that schemed for the control of Cali- 
fornia coveted their prosperity. There were 
vast tracts of the finest kind of agricultural 
land lying idle; but the temperament of 
the Spanish adventurer led him to eschew 
the lowly work of development in the more 
congenial exploit of capturing for himself 
the goods apd riches already made by oth- 
ers. Had tpere been a native civilization 
in California it would have been despoiled. 
As it was the act of despoliation had to be 
deferred until property was created, then 
to be taken away from those who toiled to 


Mission Indians. | 
The claim is made in vindication of the 


live up to their agreement, which was, as 
understodd by the politicians, that the In- 
dians,.after being instructed in religion and 
industry, would be made free property own- 
ers with full jurisdiction of their own at- 
fairs. But the time never came when the 
padres believed the Indians to be sufficient- 
ly advanced for self-government or, what 
would more nearly describe the needed 
qualification, self-protectién. 


In 1821 Mexico severed relations with 
Spain and became a republic. California 
passed into the hands of the revolutionists. 
The padres were naturally opposed to a 
change which removed the effective infiu- 
ence of the Pope and committed the far- 
away new land to a dangerous state of au- 


giance to the new government, hostility to 
the mission system became open; and in 
1830 a plan of secularizing the missions, 
‘changing them from missions to pueblos, or 
towns, was advanced. By 1840 this had 
been fully carried out, with the result that 
the padres were virtually expelled from 
California, the Indians scattered, aud the 
mission . by the Gov- 
ernor an chmen. Pte, 
The fall of the missions practically 
stroyed the economic foundation of early 
California. The Indians were the workers, 
the sole producers upon whose industry de 
nded the maintenance of the ‘territor 
nder the benevolent supervision of. th 
padres they had been willing to work.

In Germany, an increasing 
number of farmers are experimenting suc- 
cessfully with this new method of fertiliz- 
ing, which will be appreciated more and 
more, and gradually supersede the old 
methods. The common commercial ter- 
tilizers and manures supply plants with too 
much forcing material and too much phos- 
phoric acid, substances which favor the 
propagations of all kinds of injurious in- 
Vegetables and fruits grown on a 
soll treated chiefly with manure may be 
larger, on account of the over-supply of 
ammoniaéal compounds, which have the 
tendency to draw water, but they are de- 
ficient in the important minerals which give 
firmness and consisteney to the tissues and 
prevent them from prematurely decaying. 
When the early agriculturists established 
their theories of fertilization on the mineral 
constituents of seeds with their high con- 
tents of phosphorus, prtash and nitrogen, 
they did consider that the different 
parts of the plant require different propor- 
tions of elements than those which are 
Fund in the seeds alone.

In addition to the fishes which are gen- 
erally classed as being actively poisonous, 
there are a few species found in Philippine 
waters that are poisonous during the spawn- 
ing season only, which, in nearty all spe- 
cles, is during June, July and August. These 
are a bright-red fish called “suga” in the 
Tagalog dialect and “baga-baga” in the Ho-

large “barracuda” called “rompicandado,” 
Sphyraena Langsar, Bleeker: a small, dark. 
bodied goby, called “biat,” Zonogobius Semi- 
fasciatus; and a species of herring called 
“tamban,” Clupea Longiceps. There are 
four other species of “tamban,” Clupeidae, 
that are credited with being more or less 
poisonous, especially in India and Ceylon; 
but no authentic case of poisoning from this 
source has been established in the Philip- 
pines. However, there is little doubt that 
they should not be eaten during the spawn- 
ing season. 

The small “barracuda” (up to about eight- 
een inches in length) may be eaten at any 
time and are really an excelledt fish, but 
the larger ones should not be eaten at all 
during the spawning season.
